AN EVIDENT MURDER. 
A Man Found Wead ou Pine Nat 
Mountain, 


The Carson Tribune of the 28th 
inst. saves: Balmer Celes, a little 
Frenchman who has been engaged in 
hauling wood from Pine Nut and other 
places to Carson for the past fifleen 
years, was found dead near his cabin 
at Pine Nat on Tursday. 

His body was taken to Genoa and a 


Coroner’s Jury summoned to investi- 
gate the death. At first it was thought 
that Celes had died from heart trouble, 
but subsequent developments lead to 
the belief that a murder has been com- 
mitted. Wounds were discovered 
about the head of Celes, indicating 
that he had been struck with a blud- 
geon or heavy instrument. 

Celes had evidently been repairin 
his wood wagon, as tools were foun 
scattered about. The cabin door was 
found locked. 

The presumption is that the per- 
petrator of the deed was under the im- 
pression that deceased had money 
secreted in the cabin. From appear- 
ances the cabin had been rifled. 

Further developments are anxiously 
awaited, and it is hoped the Douglas 
authorities will leave no stone unturned 
to bring the murderer to justice.

The decomposition which 
takes place is simple. Sulphuric acid leaves 
the iron to combine with the potassium, the 
potassium leaving the iron to combine with 
the prussic acid. 

_& little of the solution of sulphate of cop- 
per mixed with the prussiate of potassium 
of the last experimeént, produces a reddish 
brown liquid, not partictiarly attractive in 
color, the chemical decomposition giving 
sulphate of potassium and prusiate of cop- 


per. 

The formation of a black liquid from two 
colorless liquids is interesting as being the 
process by which the old ink of commerce 
was formed. A small quantity of gallic 
tincture is to be added to water, and to the 
colorless liquid thus obtained is to be added 
@ small quantity of the sulphate of iron. 
The mixture becomes biack. (The gallic 
acid unites with the iron in this experi- 
ment.) 

Among chemical experiments of the most 
striking nature those in which solids unite 
to form liquids or liquids to form solids are 
especially interesting. If equal parts of 
sulphate of sodium and acetate of lead, in 
the form of the powder, be mixed together, 
and thoroughly pounded in a mortar, the 
two solids by their mutual chemical inter- 
action will be resolved into aliquid. Again, 
if muriate of Calcium anda saturated solv- 
tion of carbonate of potash be mixed to- 
gether these two transparent liquids com- 
bine to form sulphate of lime, an opaque and 
almost solid substance. If a little nitric 
acid be added to the mixture it is changed 
into a transparent liquid, 

The study of chemistry even in the form 
of such simple experiments as these is és- 
pecially valuable as illustrating processes 
which take place within our own bodies, 
in digestion, in respiration, and in the cir- 
culation of the blood. It is desirable even 
when we are it health to have some idea of 
the physical nature of such processes; for 
an intelligent conception of such matters 
suggests the importance of attention te diet, 
exercise, cleanliness, and so forth Many 
of the simplest details of our daily life in- 
volve important chemical principies, the 
recognition of which encourages careful 
regimen and attention to many matters 
which are apt to be neglected. Among the 
experiments we are constantly making are 
those which depend on the interactions of 
various torms of food, solid and liquid, with 
the various fluids produced within the body, 
these fluids, being themselves the products 
of chemical combinations and changes not 
within out control,or Dut very slightly. 

It need hardly bé sald ‘that where the 
body is beimg treated with medicines of 
various sorts, important chemical experi- 
ments are in progress which it is better for 
many reasons to understand. Of course, 
for most persons under a course of medical 
treatment, implicit obedience. to the in- 
structions of the. doctor is end nec- 
essary. But even so it is rt know 
why such obedience is desirable. Tgnor- 


ance of chemical principles more often’ 


leads to neglect of the doctor’s injunctions 
than would the opposite fault of too
